Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposed an amendment to claims 1 and 10 following the 
word "container", the amendment being -wherein said nozzle body defines an opening that has a cross-sectional area 
at said downstream side that is less than a cross-sectional area of said nozzle body at said upstream side.- This 
amendment will overcome the rejection of record regarding claims 1 and 10 of Herzig in view of Roders, but further 
consideration is required. Applicant presented arguments that the language in claims 5 and 13 defines over Herzig in 
view of Roders in that the location of the seal in claims 5 and 13 is defined to be at the downstream end part and that a 
combination of Herzig in view of Roders would require a seal location at an upper portion of the welded portion. 
Examiner stated that this argument requires more time for consideration than can be given in a telephonic interview, 
and applicant proposed to submit these arguments in writing with the proposed amendment to claims 1 and 10. 
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
